"I have Just heard of a severe a t­ 
tack made on the rear guard of Col. 
Be&zon’s column when about 20 miles 
I northw est of 
Bethel, 
near 
Broken 
I Laagte, during a thick mist. 
“The strength of th© enemy Is report, 
ed to have been 
1000. They rushed 
! two guns with the rear guard, but it 
is uncertain w hether they were aide to 
remove them. 
“I fear our casualties 
were heavy. 
Col. Benson was wounded, but not se- 
rarely. A relieving column will reach 
him this m orning.” 
L ater Lord 
K itchener telegraphed 
as follows: 
"Colonel Carter, who marched from 
the constabulary line yesterday reach­ 
ed Benzon’s column early this (F ri­ 
day) m orning unopposed. 
He reports 
that 
Colonel 
Benson 
died 
of 
his 
wounds. 
“The officers killed were Colonel E. 
McGuinness. 
M ajor 
F. 
D. 
Murray, 
C aptains E. Lloud, M. VV. Lindsay and 
E. T. Thourouldt, Lieutenants E. V. I. 
Brooks and R. E. Sheppard and Second 
L ieutenant A. J. Corlett.” 
Lord K itchener then gave the nam es 
of 12 officers who were wounded, most 
of them severely, and announces th at 
54 non-commissioned officers and men 
were killed and 160 wounded, adding 
th at four of the latter have since died 
of their wounds. 
The dispatch then 
says: 
“I assum e that the two guns have 
been recovered 
and the 
enemy has 
withdrawn, but I have no further de­ 
tails. 
“I deeply regret the loss of Colonel 
Benzon and the other officers and men 
who fell with him. In Colonel Benzon 
the service loses a most gallant and 
capable officer, who invariably led his 
column with m arked success and judg­ 
ment, 
"The fighting was at very close quar­ 
ters and m aintained with determ ina­ 
tion on both sides. The enemy suffer­ 
ed heavily, but I have not yet received 
a reliable estim ate. The Boers retired 
east.” 
Colonel Benzon had been for some 
tim e operating in the vicinity of Beth­ 
el, which is northeast of Standerton. 
He 
surprised 
Boer 
Laager Oct. 22, 
near T richardsfontein, taking 37 pris­ 
oners. Three days later, according to 
Lord K itchener’s report at the time, 
after a long night march, the comm an­ 
dos under G abelaar 
and 
Brasm us 
heavily attacked Benzon’s rear guard 
and flanks 
at Yzivarkarfontein, but 
were easily driven away. 
W hether this was the attack which 
resulted so disastrously, or w hether 
the Boers, who had been repulsed, took 
advantage of the m ist to renew the 
attack, is still unexplained. 
Lord Kitchener does not give the 
date of the Bethel engagem ent. 
A nother dispatch from Lord K itch­ 
ener says Colonel Kekewich, during a 
night surprise of Van A lbert’s Laager, 
northeast of Rustenhurg, about 60 
miles west of Pretoria, 
captured

Louis, Nov. 2.—The list of deaths 
attributed to lockjaw as a result of the 
adm inistration of diphtheria antitoxine, 
manufactured by tho city chemist, num ­ 
bers ll, two n e w deaths being reported. 
Eleven other children aro reported to 
the health departm ent as 
suffering 
from lockjaw w ith slight chances for 
recovery. The cause of lockjaw' in each 
case is said to be poisoning from tho 
city’s diphtheria antitoxine. 
As a re ­ 
sult of the charges, the health depart­ 
ment has begun the free distribution of 
tetanus anti-toxino. 
It is desijmod to 
inject tho serum into the blood j ^ diph- 
theria patients who have been inoculat­ 
ed w ith the tetanus serum and thus ex­ 
posed to lockjaw. 
The health depart­ 
m ent has announced that no more diph­ 
theria antitoxine will be manufactured 
by the city of St. Louis. 
The investigation ordered by the city 
coroner to determ ine 
positively the 
cause of the deaths of the eight children 
who are alleged to have died from lock 
jaw, following the adm inistration of 
the city’s antitoxine, is being pushed 
and it is expected that its object will 
be accomplished w ithin a few days. 
Drs. Bolton, Fish and W aldron, three 
of the most experienced bacteriologists 
in St, Louis, are m aking tests w ith an­ 
ti-toxine and the serum taken from the 
spinal columns of the dead children. 
Dr. Ba void, city bacteriologist, who 
made the anti-toxino complained of 
from serum taken from a horse, which 
developed tetanus on Oct. I and was 
shot, declares that if the anim al’s sys­ 
tem contained tetanus baccili on Aug. 
24, when the last serum was taken from 
him, it was impossible to detect it by 
inspection of the horse. 
At the Baptist hospital, an independ­ 
ent investigation has convinced Drs. A. 
B. Nichols, B. O. H arris and O. O. Mor­ 
ris that the presence of tetanus germs 
in the oity an tito x in e is indisputable. 
A guinea pig was inoculated w ith the 
antitoxine Wednesday night and devel­ 
oped symptoms of lockjaw Thursday 
morning and died Friday.

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London, Nov. 2 —General Kitchener 
reported Friday to the war office an­ 
other disaster to the British near Bette 
el, eastern 
Transvaal, In which 
guns were lost, several officers killed 
and wounded, 54 men were killed and 
160 wounded. 
The following 
is the 
the text of 
Kitchener’s dispatch, dated 
Pretoria, 
Nov. I: 
“I have just heard of a severe at­ 
tack made on the rear guard of Col. 
Benzon’s column when about 20 miles 
northwest of 
Bethel, 
near 
Broken 
Laagte, during a thick mist. 
‘• The strength of the enemy is report, 
ed to have been 1000. They rushed 
two guns with the rear guard, but it 
is uncertain whether they were able to 
remove them. 
“I fear our casualties were heavy. 
Col. Benzon was wounded, but not se­ 
verely. A relieving column will reach 
him this morning.” 
Later Lord Kitchener telegraphed 
as follows: 
“Colonel Carter, who marched from 
the constabulary line yesterday reach­ 
ed Benzon’s column early this (Fri­ 
day) morning unopposed. He reports 
that 
Colonel 
Benzon 
died 
of his 
wounds. 
"The officers killed were Colonel E. 
McGuinness, 
Major 
F. 
D. 
Murray, 
Captains E. Lloud, M. W. Lindsay and 
E. T. Thourouldt, Lieutenants E. V. I. 
Brooks and R. E. Sheppard and Second 
Lieutenant A. J. Corlett.” 
Lord Kitchener then gave the names 
of 12 officers who were wounded, most 
of them severely, and announces that 
54 non-commissioned officers and men 
were killed and 160 wounded, adding 
that four of the latter have since died 
of their wounds. 
The dispatch then 
says: 
"I assume that the two guns have 
been recovered 
and the 
enemy has 
withdrawn, but I have no further de­ 
tails. 
“I deeply regret the loss of Colonel 
Benzon and the other officers and men 
who fell with him. In Colonel Benzon 
the service loses a most gallant and 
capable officer, who Invariably led his 
column with marked success and judg­ 
ment. 
"The fighting was at very close quar­ 
ters and maintained with determina­ 
tion on both sides. The enemy suffer­ 
ed heavily, but I have not yet received 
a reliable estimate. The Boers retired 
east.” 
Colonel Benzon had been for some 
time operating in the vicinity of Beth­ 
el, which is northeast of Standerton. 
He surprised 
Boer 
Laager Oct. 22, 
near Trlchardsfonteln, taking 37 pris­ 
oners. Three days later, according to 
Lord Kitchener’s report at the time, 
after a long night march, the comman­ 
dos under Gabelaar 
and 
Brasmus 
heavily attacked Benzon’s rear guard 
and flanks 
at Yzlvarkarfontein, but 
were easily driven away. 
Whether this was the attack which 
resulted so disastrously, or whether 
the Boers, who had been repulsed, took 
advantage of the mist to renew the 
attack, is still unexplained. 
Lord Kitchener does not give the 
date of the Bethel engagement. 
Another dispatch rrom Lord Kitch­ 
ener says Colonel Kekewich, during a 
night surprise of Van Albert’s Laager, 
northeast of Rustenburg, about 60 
miles west of Pretoria, 
captured 
78 
Boers.

London, Nov. 3.—The exact terras in 
which General Buller, who continues 
to monopolize the conversation in Eng­ 
land, advised General White to surren­ 
der Ladysmith, have not. yet been pub­ 
lished, nor are they likely to be in the 
near future. 
It is probable the war of­ 
fice will take absolutely no action in 
the matter until parliament reassembles 
whoa the official pap<-r will be ready 
to answer the request which is sore to 
be made, to have these dispatches placed 
before the house of commons. 
Buller, 
so far, has asked this to be done, and 
the official view of the case, is that he 
is not likely Lo take any such a step. 
Agitation in favor of Buller does not 
disturb the officials of Pall Mall, and 
with the exception of a few parliamen­ 
tary passage* at arms, they expect it to 
blow over as did the retirement of Gen.
